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preface 

The  prayers  and  ceremonies  of  the  ser- 
vice of  the  Eucharist,  originally  known  as 
"Breaking  of  Bicad”;  "Lord’s  Supper”; 
"Sacrifice”;  "Mysteries”;  "Gathering  To- 
gether” (Congregation),  are  called  in  the 
Latin  rite,  Mass , signifying  dismissal  of 
those  who  take  part  in  it,  on  its  completion. 

The  Mass  is  the  sacrifice  of  the  Body  and 
Blood  of  Christ,  instituted  by  Him  at  the 
Last  Supper  without  shedding  of  blood ; of- 
fered in  bloodshed  on  the  Cross ; and  repeat- 
ed as  at  the  Last  Supper,  without  shedding 
blood,  by  priests  duly  ordained  to  offer  it 
as  bidden  by  Him : "Do  ye  this  in  com- 
memoration of  Me.”  • 

The  Mass  is  the  supreme  act  of  Christian 
worship,  continually  celebrated  as  foretold 
by  the  prophet  Malachy  I,  2:  "From  the 
rising  of  the  sun  even  to  the  going  down, 
my  name  is  great  among  the  Gentiles,  and 
in  every  place  there  is  sacrifice,  and  there  is 
offered  to  my  name  a clean  oblation.”  Very 
properly  are  all  obliged  to  take  part  in  it 
on  Sundays  and  other  days  consecrated 
specially  to  divine  worship.  This  book  en- 
ables all  to  fulfil  this  obligation  fruitfully. 
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The  Altar  and  Priest's  Vestments 

The  Altar,  or  table  on  which  the  Eucharistic 
sacrifice  is  offered  should  have  a stone  containing 
relics  of  a Saint,  a crucifix,  two  candle-sticks  with 
lighted  candles,  a book  rest  for  the  Missal  (Mass- 
book)  and  cards  containing  certain  prayers  ot 
the  Mass.  It  should  be  covered  by  three  folds  of 
linen.  Nearby  should  be  a table  for  cruets  of 
wine  and  water,  a small  basin  and  towel. 

The  Priest  carries  to  the  Altar  a chalice  in 
which  to  consecrate  the  wine;  the  paten,  or  plate 
for  the  bread;  a purificator,  of  linen,  to  cleanse 
them;  a veil  of  the  same  material  and  color  as 
the  vestments;  and  a burse  containing  a corporal 
of  linen  on  which  to  place  the  chalice  and  host. 

The  Vestments,  originally  adaptations  of 
ordinary  Roman  apparel,  gradually  took  a regu- 
lated form  and  symbolic  meaning.  They  are  the : 

Afnice,  a linen  covering  the  shoulders,  and  the 
head  also  in  earlier  days  and  still  in  some  Re- 
ligious Orders,  as  a helmet  of  salvation. 

Alb , (white)  linen  garment  reaching  to  the 
ground,  denoting  by  its. color,  and  envelopment  of 
the  person  of  the  priest,  freedom  from  sin. 

Cincture,  a girdle  for  the  Alb,  suggesting  purity. 

Maniple,  a band  worn  on  the  left  arm,  sym- 
bolizing the  bonds  put  on  Christ  at  His  Passion. 

Stole,  a band  worn  about  the  neck  reaching 
near  the  knee,  symbolizing  the  grace  of  the 
priestly  state  and  consecration  to  the  ministry. 

Chasuble,  the  principal  vestment,  covering  all 
the  others,  as  its  name  (casula,  house)  suggests, 
symbolizing  the  yoke  and  burden  of  Christ. 

The  colors  of  the  Vestments  and  Altar  drapery 
are : Green,  white,  red,  violet,  black.  Rose  may 
be  used  on  the  third  Sundays  in  Lent  and  Advent. 
Blue  is  sometimes  used  in  Spain.  Gold  may  be 
used  for  green,  white,  red ; silver,  for  white. 

Green  symbolizes  hope;  white,  innocence;  red, 
charity,  sacrifice;  violet,  sorrow;  black,  mourni^hg.

Gloria  in  Excelsis 

The  Gloria,  also  called  the  great  doxology,  or 
Hymn  of  Praise,  is  omitted  when  purple  or  black 
vestments  are  used,  and  usually  in  Votive  Masses 

Glory  to  God  on  High,  and  on  eaVth 
peace  to  men  of  good  will.  We  praise 
Thee ; we  bless  Thee ; we  adore  Thee ; we 
glorify  Thee.  We  give  Thee  thanks  for  Thy 
great  glory,  O Lord  God,  heavenly  King, 
God  the  Father  Almighty.  O Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  the  only-begotten  Son ; O Lord  God, 
Lamb  of  God,  Son  of  the  Father,  who  takest 
away  the  sins  of  the  world,  have  mercy  on 
us:  Thou  who  takest  away  the  sins  of  the 
world,  receive  our  prayer:  Thou  who  sit- 
test  at  the  right  hand  of  the  Father,  have 
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mercy  on  us.  For  Thou  only  art  holy: 
Thou  only  the  Lord:  Thou  only  O Jesus 
Christ  most  high  with  the  iJiHoly  Ghost  in 
the  glory  of  God  the  Father.  Amen. 

Kissing  the  Altar  and  turning  to  the  people

The  following  being  variable  are  found  under

The  Collect.  The  united  prayer  of  Priest  and 
people  always  beginning  with  the  invocation,  Let 
us  pray,  and  expressing  the  combined  wants  and 
wishes  of  the  faithful.  Besides  the  Collect  proper 
of  a Sunday  or  Feast  other  prayers  or  commem- 
orations may  be  required  by  the  rubric,  or  en- 
joined by  the  Bishop 

The  Epistle,  or  Lesson,  a reading  from  the 
Old  Testament,  or  from  the  Acts,  Epistles,  or 
Apocalypse,  in  keeping  with  the  ecclesiastical  sea- 
son or  festival 

The  Gradual  (gradus,  step),  so  called  because 
originally  chanted  on  the  Altar  step,  as  the  re- 
sponse of  the  congregation  to  the  inspired  instruc- 
tion of  the  Epistle 

The  Alleluia,  an  expression  of  the  joy  sug- 
gested by  the  tenor  of  the  Mass;  omitted  in  Lent, 
and  on  penitential  days. 

The  Tract  (drawn  out  or  slow),  so  called  be- 
cause chanted  slowly  as  expressing  seriousness  or 
sorrow  when  consonant  with  the  Mass,  in  Lent 
and  on  other  penitential  days 

The  Sequence,  the  prolongation  of  the  Alleluia 
or  Tract  by  a special  hymn  as  on  Easter,  Pente- 
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cost,  Corpus  Christi,  the  Feast  of  the  Seven 
Dolors;  ami  at  Mass  for  the  Dead 

The  Gospel,  a passage  from  the  New  Testa- 
ment, usually  the  words  of  Our  Lord,  or  some 
incident  or  mystery  of  His  Life,  expressing  the 
spirit  of  the  ecclesiastical  season,  or  Feast 

Prayer  before  the  Gospel 

Cleanse  my  heart  and  my  lips,  O Al- 
mighty God,  who  didst  cleanse  the  lips  of 
the  prophet  Isaias  with  a burning  coal:

Thrice  was  I beaten  with  rods ; once  I was 
stoned;  thrice  I suffered  shipwreck;  a night 
and  a day  I was  in  the  depth  of  the  sea. 
In  journeying  often,  in  perils  of  waters,  in 
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perils  of  robbers,  in  perils  from  my  own 
nation,  in  perils  from  the  Gentiles,  in  perils 
in  the  city,  in  perils  in  the  wilderness,  in 
perils  in  the  sea,  in  perils  from  false 
brethren.  In  labor  and  painfulness,  in  much 
watchings,  in  hunger  and  thirst,  in  fast- 
ings often,  in  cold  and  nakedness.  Besides 
these  external  things,  there  is  my  daily  con- 
cern, the  solicitude  for  all  the  churches. 
Who  is  weak,  and  I am  not  weak?  Who 
is  scandalised,  and  I am  not  on  fire?  If  I 
must  needs  glory,  I will  glory  of  the  things 
that  concern  my  infirmity.  The  God  and 
Father  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  who  is 
blessed  for  ever,  knoweth  that  I lie  not. 
At  Damascus  the  governor  of  the  nation 
under  Aretas  the  king,  guarded  the  city  of 
the  Damascenes  to  apprehend  me ; and 
through  a window  in  a basket  was  I let 
down  by  the  wall,  and  so  escaped  his 
hands.  If  I must  glory  (it  is  not  ex- 
pedient indeed)  ; but  I will  come  to  the 
visions  and  revelations  of  the  Lord.  I 
know  a man  in  Christ  above  fourteen  years 
ago  (whether  in  the  body,  I know  not,  or 
out  of  the  body,  I know  not;  God  knoweth)  : 
such  an  one  rapt  even  to  the  third  heaven. 
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And  I know  such  a man  (whether  in  the 
body  or  out  of  the  body,  I cannot  tell ; God 
knoweth)  ; that  he  was  caught  up  in  para- 
dise; and  heard  secret  words,  which  it  is 
not  granted  to  man  to  utter.  For  such  an 
one  I will  glory ; but  for  myself  I will  glory 
nothing,  but  in  my  infirmities.  For  though 
I should  have  a mind  to  glory,  I shall  not 
be  foolish;  for  I will  say  the  truth.  But  I 
forbear,  lest  any  man  should  think  of  me 
above  that  which  he  seeth  in  me,  or  any- 
thing he  heareth  from  me.  And  lest  the 
greatness  of  the  revelations  should  exalt 
me,  there  was  given  me  a sting  in  my  flesh, 
an  angel  of  Satan,  to  buffet  me.  Where- 
fore thrice  I besought  the  Lord,  that  it 
might  depart  from  me.  And  He  said  to 
me,  My  grace  is  sufficient  for  thee;  for 
power  is  made  perfect  in  infirmity.

For 
these  are  the  two  testaments ; the  one  from 
Mount  Sina,  engendering  unto  bondage, 
which  is  Agar:  for  Sina  is  a mountain  in 
Arabia,  which  hath  affinity  to  that  Jeru- 
salem which  now  is,  and  is  in  bondage  with 
her  children:  but  that  Jerusalem  which  is 
above  is  free,  which  is  our  mother.  For  it 
is  written,  Rejoice,  thou  barren  that  bearest 
not;  break  forth  and  cry,  thou  that 
travailest  not ; for  many  are  the  children  of 
the  desolate,  more  than  of  her  that  hath  a 
husband.  Now  we,  brethren,  as  Isaac  was, 
are  the  children  of  promise.  But  as  then 
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he  that  was  born  according  to  the  flesh 
persecuted  him  that  was  after  the  spirit,  so 
also  it  is  now.  But  what  saith  the  scrip- 
ture? Cast  out  the  bond-woman  and  her 
son;  for  the  son  of  the  bond-woman  shall 
not  be  heir  with  the  son  of  the  free-woman. 
So,  then,  brethren,  we  are  not  children  of  the 
bond-woman,  but  of  the  free;  by  the  free- 
dom wherewith  Christ  hath  made  us  free.

Let  us  pray:  O God.  who  by  a wonder- 
ful order  of  Thy  Providence  wast  pleased, 
even  by  means  of  things  insensible  to  show 
the  dispensation  of  our  salvation ; grant,  we 
beseech  Thee,  that  the  devout  hearts  of  Thy 
faithful  people  may  profitably  understand 
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what  mystically  is  meant  by  that  deed,  when 
on  this  day  the  crowd,  led  on  by  a heavenly 
light,  went  forth  to  meet  their  Redeemer, 
and  strewed  those  boughs  of  palms  and 
olives  under  His  feet.  The  branches  of 
pahns,  then,  fore-signify  His  triumph  over 
the  Prince  of  Death : and  the  sprigs  of  olive 
in  a manner  proclaim  the  advent  of  the 
spiritual  unction.  For  that  happy  multitude 
understood  that  even  then  was  this  being 
prefigured ; namely,  that  our  Redeemer, 
compassionating*  our  human  miseries,  was 
about  to  battle  with  the  Prince  of  Death, 
and,  by  dying,  to  triumph.  And,  hence,  that 
crowd  dutifully  ministered  such  things  as 
should  signify  in  Him  both  the  triumphs  of 
victory,  and  the  ‘richness  of  mercy.  Which 
we  also,  with  entire  faith,  believing  as  done 
and  signified,  suppliantly  beseech  Thee, 
Holy  Lord,  Father  Almighty,  Everlasting 
God,  through  the  same  Jesus  Christ  our 
Lord,  that  in  Him  and  through  Him,  whose 
members  Thou  bast  pleased  to  make  us,  we, 
victorious  over  the  empire  of  death,  may 
deserve  to  be  partakers  of  His  glorious 
Resurrection.  Who  liveth  and  reigneth 
with  Thee  in  the  unity  of  the  Holy  Ghost, 
God  world  without  end.  S.  Amen. 

Let  ns  pray:  O God,  Who  didst  bid  the 
dove  to  announce  peace  unto  the  earth  by 
means  of  the  bough  of  an  olive  tree : vouch- 
safe, we  beseech  Thee,  with  heavenly  bless- 
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* in g to  sanctify  these  boughs  of  the  olive 
and  other  trees;  that  they  may  profit  unto 
the  salvation  of  all  Thy  people.  Through 
Christ  our  Lord.

Here  the  Celebrant,  after  putting  incense  into 
the  thurible,  thrice  sprinkles  the  boughs  with

Thou  shalt  sprinkle  me  with  hyssop,  O 
Lord,  and  I shall  be  cleansed:  Thou  shalt 
wash  me,  and  I shall  be  made  whiter  than 
snow.

Here  the  distribution  of  palms  takes  place,  first 
to  the  clergy;  then  to  the  laity:  all  kneeling  (ex- 
cept the  Celebrant)  as  they  receive  the  palm,  and 
kissing  it,  as  well  as  the  hand  of  the  Celebrant 

Whilst  the  distribution  takes  place  the  follow- 
ing Anthems  are  sung 

The  Hebrew  children,  bearing  branches 
of  olive,  went  out  to  meet  the  Lord,  shout- 
ing and  saying:  Hosanna  in  the  highest. 

The  Hebrew  children  spread  their  gar- 
ments in  the  way,  and  shouted  saying :

These  Anthems,  if  necessary,  are  repeated  until 
the  distribution  is  finished.  The  Priest  says

and  the  children  cried  out,  saying,  This  is 
He  that  hath  come  for  the  salvation  of  the 
people.  He  is  cmr  salvation,  and  the  re- 
demption of  Israel.  How  great  is  He, 
whom  the  Thrones  and  Dominations  go 
put  to  meet!  Fear  cot,  O Daughter  of 
Sion : behold  thy  King  cometh  to  thee,  sit- 
ting on  an  ass’s  cok,  as  it  is  written.  Hail, 
King,  Creator  of  the  world,  who  art  come  to 
redeem  us. 

Six  days  before  the  solemnity  of  the

With  the  Angels  and  the  children  let  the 
faithful  join,  shouting  to  the  comquerer  of 
death;  Hoeaaana  m the  highest 

A great  crowd  that  met  together  at  the 
festival,  cried  out  to  die  Lord,  Blessed  is 
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He  that  cometh  in  the  Name  of  the  Lord: 
Hosanna  in  the  highest. 

On  the  return  of  the  Procession,  two  or  four 
Chanters  enter  the  church,  and,  shutting  the  door, 
with  their  faces  toward  the  Procession,  sing  the 
first  two  verses  of  the  following  hymn : All 
glory,  laud : which  two  verses  are  repeated  by  the 
Priest  and  others  outside  the  church.  Then  those 
within  continue  the  hymn,  singing  two  verses  at 
a time : and  after  every'  two  such  verses,  those 
without  repeat  the  first  two  verses

Passion  of  Our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  ac- 
cording to  Matthew  26-27 

At  that  time,  Jesus  said  to  His  disciples, 
You  know  that  after  two  days  shall  be  the 
Pasch,  and  the  Son  of  man  shall  be  de- 
livered up  to  be  crucified.  Then  there  were 
gathered  together  the  chief  priests  and  the 
ancients  of  the  people,  into  the  court  of  the 
high  priest,  who  was  called  Caiphas;  and 
they  consulted  together  that  by  subtilty  they 
might  apprehend  Jesus,  and  put  Him  to 
death.  But  they  said,  Not  on  the  festival 
day,  lest  perhaps  there  should  be  a tumult 
among  the  people.  And  when  Jesus  was  in 
Bethania,  in  the  house  of  Simon  the  leper, 
there  came  to  Him  a woman  having  an 
alabaster  box  of  precious  ointment,  and 
poured  it  on  His  head,  as  He  was  at  table. 
And  the  disciples  seeing  it,  had  indigna- 
tion, saying,  To  what  purpose  is  this  waste? 
for  this  might  have  been  sold  for  much,  and 
given  to  the  poor.  And  Jesus  knowing  it, 
said  to  them.  Why  do  you  trouble  this 
woman?  for  she  hath  wrought  a good  work 
upon  me.  For  the  poor  you  have  always 
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with  you ; but  me  you  have  not  always.  For 
she,  in  pouring  this  ointment  upon  my 
body,  hath  done  it  for  my  burial.  Amen, 
I say  to  you,  wheresoever  this  Gospel  shall 
be  preached  in  the  whole  world,  that  also 
which  she  hath  done  shall  be  told,  for  a 
memory  of  her.  Then  went  one  of  the 
twelve,  who  was  called  Judas  Iscariot,  to 
the  chief  priests;  and  he  said  to  them, 
What  will  you  give  me,  and  I will  deliver 
Him  unto  you?  but  they ♦ appointed  him 
thirty  pieces  of  silver.  And  from  thence- 
forth he  sought  opportunity  to  betray  Him. 
And  on  the  first  day  of  the  Azymes  the  dis- 
ciples came  to  Jesus,  saying,  Where  wilt 
Thou  that  we  prepare  for  Thee  to  eat  the 
Pasch?  But  Jesus  said,  Go  ye  into  the  city 
to  a certain  man,  and  say  to  him,  The 
Master  salth,  My  time  is  near  at  hand,  I 
will  keep  the  Pasch  at  thy  house  with  my 
disciples.  And  the  disciples  did  as  Jesus 
appointed  them;  and  they  prepared  the 
Pasch.  Now  when  it  was  evening.  He  sat 
down  with  His  twelve  disciples:  and  whilst 
they  were  eating,  He  9aid,  Amen,  I say  to 
you,  that  one  of  you  b about  to  betray  me. 
And  they,  being  very  much  troubled,  began 
every  one  to  say,  Is  it  I,  Lord?  But  He 
answering,  said.  He  that  dippeth  his  hand 
with  me  in  the  dish  he  shall  betray  me. 
The  Son  of  man  indeed  goeth,  as  it  is  writ- 
ten of  Him : but  woe  to  that  man  by  whom 
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the  Son  of  man  shall  be  betrayed : it  were 
better  for  him,  if  that  man  had  not  been 
born.  And  judas  that  betrayed  Him,  an- 
swering, said.  Is  it  I,  Rabbi?  He  saith  to 
him.  Thou  hast  said  it.  And  whilst  they  were 
at  supper,  Jesus  took  bread  and  blessed,  and 
broke:  and  gave  to  His  disciples,  and  said, 
Take  ye,  and  eat:  this  is  my  body.  And 
taking  the  chalice,  He  gave  thanks:  and 
gave  to  them,  saying.  Drink  ye  all  of  this. 
For  this  is  my  blood  of  the  new  testament, 
which  shall  be  shed  for  many  unto  remis- 
sion of  sins.  And  I say  unto  you,  I will 
not  drink  from  henceforth  of  this  fruit  of 
the  vine,  until  that  day  when  I shall  drink 
it  with  you  new  in  the  kingdom  of  my 
father.  And  a hymn  being  said,  they  went 
out  tmto  Mount  Olivet.  Then  Jesus  saith 
to  them,  All  you  shall  be  scandalised  in  me 
this  night;  for  it  is  written,  I will  strike  the 
shepherd,  and  the  sheep  of  the  flock  shall 
be  dispersed:  but  after  I shall  be  risen 
again,  I will  go  before  you  into  Galilee. 
And  Peter  answering,  saith  to  Him,  Al- 
though all  shall  be  scandalised  in  Thee,  I 
will  never  be  scandalised.  Jesus  saith  to 
him.  Amen,  I say  to  thee,  that  in  this  night, 
before  the  cock  crow,  thou  wilt  deny  me 
thrice.  Peter  saith  to  Him,  Yea,  though  1 
should  die  with  Thee,  I will  not  deny  Thee : 
and  in  like  manner  said  all  the  disciples. 
Then  Jesus  came  with  them  into  a country 
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place  which  is  called  Gethsemani;  and  He 
said  to  His  disciples,  Sit  you  here,  till  I go 
yonder  and  pray:  and  taking  with  Him 
Peter  and  the  two  sons  of  Zebedee,  He  be- 
gan to  grow  sorrowful  and  to  be  sad.  Then 
He  saith  to  them,  my  soul  is  sorrowful 
even  unto  death;  stay  you  here  and  watch 
with  me.  And  going  a little  farther,  He 
fell  upon  His  face,  praying,  and  saying,  My 
Father,  if  it  be  possible,  let  this  chalice  pass 
from  me : nevertheless,  not  as  I will,  but  as 
Thou  wilt.  And  He  cometh  to  His  dis- 
ciples, and  findeth  them  asleep:  and  He 
saith  to  Peter,  What!  could  you  not  watch 
one  hour  with  me?  Watch  ye,  and  pray, 
that  ye  enter  not  into  temptation.  The 
spirit  indeed  is  willing,  but  the  flesh  is 
weak.  Again  the  second  time,  He  went, 
and  prayed,  saying,  My  Father,  if  this 
chalice  may  not  pass  away,  but  I must 
drink  it.  Thy  will  be  done.  And  He 
cometh  again,  and  findeth  them  sleeping; 
for  their  eyes  were  heavy.  And  leaving 
them,  He  went  again : and  He  prayed  the 
third  time,  saying  the  self-same  word. 
Then  He  cometh  to  His  disciples,  and  saith 
to  them,  Sleep  ye  now,  and  take  your  rest ; 
behold,  the  hour  is  at  hand,  and  the  Son  of 
man  shall  be  betrayed  into  the  hands  of 
sinners.  Rise,  let  us  go ; behold,  he  is  at  hand 
that  will  betray  me.  As  He  yet  spoke, 
behold  Judas,  one  of  the  twelve,  came ; and 
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with  him  a great  multitude  with  swords 
and  clubs,  sent  from  the  chief  priests  and 
the  ancients  of  the  people.  And  he  that  be- 
trayed Him  gave  them  a sign,  saying, 
Whomsoever  I shall  kiss,  that  is  He;  hold 
Him  fast.  And  forthwith  coming  to  Jesus, 
he  said,  Hail,  Rabbi;  and  he  kissed  Him. 
And  Jesus  said  to  him,  Friend,  whereto  art 
thou  come?  Then  they  came  up,  and  laid 
hands  on  Jesus,  and  held  Him.

the  sword.  Thinkest  thou  that  I cannot  ask 
my  Father,  and  He  will  give  me  presently 
more  than  twelve  legions  of  Angels?  How 
then  shall  the  scriptures  be  fulfilled,  that  so 
it  must  be  done?  In  that  same  hour  Jesus 
said  to  the  multitudes,  You  are  come  out, 
as  it  were  to  a robber,  with  swords  and 
clubs,  to  apprehend  me.  I sat  daily  with 
you  teaching  in  the  Temple,  and  you  laid 
not  hands  on  me.  Now  all  this  was  done, 
that  the  scriptures  of  the  prophets  might  be 
fulfilled.  Then  the  disciples,  all  leaving 
Him,  fled.  But  they  holding  Jesus,  led 
Him  to  Caiphas  the  high  priest,  where  the 
scribes  and  the  ancients  were  assembled. 
And  Peter  followed  Him  afar  off,  even  to 
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the  court  of  the  high  priest.  And  going  in, 
he  sat  with  the  servants,  that  he  might  see 
the  -end.  And  the  chief  priests  and  the 
whole  council  sought  false  witness  against 
Jesus,  that  they  might  put  Him  to  death. 
And  they  found  not ; whereas  many  fake 
witnesses  had  come  in.  And  last  of  all, 
there  came  two  false  witnesses.  And  they 
said,  This  man  said,  I am  able  to  destroy 
the  temple  of  God,  and  in  three  days  to  re- 
build it-  And  the  high  priest,  rising  up, 
said  to  Him,  Answerest  Thou  nothing  to 
the  things  which  these  witness  against 
Thee?  But  Jesus  held  His  peace.  And  the 
high  priest  said  to  Him,  I adjure  Thee  by 
the  living  God,  that  thou  tell  us  if  Thou  be 
the  Christ  the  Son  of  God.  Jesus  saith  to 
him.  Thou  hast  said  it.  Nevertheless  I say 
to  you,  hereafter  you  shall  see  the  Son  of 
man  sitting  on  the  right  hand  of  the  power 
of  God.  and  coming  in  the  clouds  of  heaven. 
Then  the  high  priest  rent  his  garments, 
saying,  He  hath  blasphemed;  what  further 
need  have  we  of  witnesses?  Behold,  now 
you  have  heard  the  blasphemy.  What 
think  you?  But  they  answering,  said,  He 
is  guilty  of  death-  Then  did  they  spit  in 
His  face  and  buffeted  Him ; and  others 
struck  His  face  with  the  palms  of  their 
hands,  saving.  Prophesy  unto  us,  O Christ, 
who  is  he  that  struck  Thee  ? But  Peter  sat 
without  in  the  court,  and  there  came  to  him 
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a servant-maid,  saying,  Thou  also  wast  with 
Jesus  the  Galilean;  but  he  denied  before 
them  ail,  saying,  I know  not  what  thou 
sayest.  And  as  he  went  out  of  the  gate, 
another  maid  saw  him,  and  she  saith  to 
them  that  were  there,  This  man  also  was 
with  Jesus  of  Nazareth.  And  again  he 
denied  with  an  oath,  1 know  not  the  man. 
And  after  a little  while,  they  came  that 
stood  by,  and  said  to  Peter,  Surely  thou 
also  art  one  of  them ; for  even  thy  speech 
doth  discover  thee.  Then  he  began  to  curse 
and  to  swear  that  he  knew  not  the  man; 
and  immediately  the  cock  crew.  And  Peter 
remembered  the  word  of  Jesus  which  He 
had  said,  Before  the  cock  crow,  thou  wilt 
deny  me  thrice.  And  going  forth  he  wept 
bitterly.  And  when  morning  was  come,  all 
the  chief  priests  and  the  ancients  of  the 
people  took  counsel  against  Jesus,  to  put 
Him  to  death.  And  they  brought  Him 
bound,  and  delivered  Him  to  Pontius  Pilate, 
the  governor.  Then  judas,  who  betrayed 
Him,  seeing  that  He  was  condemned,  re- 
penting himself,  brought  back  the  thirty 
pieces  of  silver  to  the  chief  priests  and 
ancients,  saying,  I have  sinned,  in  betraying 
innocent  blood ; but  they  said.  What  i6  that 
to  us  ? look  thou  to  it.  And  casting  down 
the  pieces  of  silver  in  the  temple,  he  de- 
parted ; and  went,  and  hanged  himself  with 
a halter.  But  the  chief  priests  having  taken 
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the  pieces  of  silver,  said,  It  is  not  lawful  to 
put  them  into  the  corbona ; because  it  is  the 
price  of  blood.  And  after  they  had  con- 
sulted together,,  they  bought  with  them  the 
potter’s  field,  to  be  a burying-place  for 
strangers.  Wherefore  that  field  was  called 
Haceldama,  that  is,  The  field  of  blood,  even 
to  this  day.  Then  was  fulfilled  that  which 
was  spoken  by  Jeremias  the  prophet,  say- 
ing, And  they  took  the  thirty  pieces  of 
silver,  the  price  of  Him  that  was  prized, 
whom  they  prized  of  the  children  of  Israel ; 
and  they  gave  them  unto  the  potter’s  field, 
as  the  Lord  appointed  to  me.  And  Jesus 
stood  before,  the  governor,  and  the  gov- 
ernor asked  Him,  saying,  Art  Thou  the 
King  of  the  Jews?  Jesus  saith  to  him. 
Thou  sayest  it.  And  when  He  was  accused 
by  the  chief  priests  and  ancients.  He  an- 
swered nothing.  Then  Pilate  saith  to  Him, 
Dost  not  Thou  hear  how  great  testimonies 
they  allege  against  Thee  ? And  He  answered 
to  him  never  a word ; so  that  the  governor 
wondered  exceedingly.  Now  upon  the 
solemn  day  the  governor  was  accustomed 
to  release  to  the  people  one  prisoner,  whom 
they  would;  and  he  had  then  a notorious 
prisoner,  that  was  called  Barabbas.  They 
therefore  being  gathered  together,  Pilate 
said,  Whom  will  yon  that  I release  you. 
Barabbas,  or  Jesus  that  is  called  Christ? 
For  he  knew  that  for  envy,  they  had  de- 
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livered  Him.  And  as  he  was  sitting  in  the 
place  of  judgment,  his  wife  sent  to  him, 
saying,  Have  nothing  to  do  with  that  just 
man,  for  I have  suffered  many  things  this 
day  in  a dream  because  of  Him.  But  the 
chief  priests  and  the  ancients  persuaded  the 
people  that  they  should  ask  Barabbas,  and 
make  Jesus  away.  And  the  governor  an- 
swering, said  to  them,  Whether  will  you 
of  the  two  be  released  unto  you  ? But  they 
said,  Barabbas.  Pilate  saith  to  them,  What 
shall  I do  then  with  Jesus  that  is  called 
Christ?  They  say  all,  Let  Him  be  crucified. 
The  governor  said  to  them,  Why  what  evil 
hath  He  done  ? But  they  cried  out  the  more, 
saying,  let  Him  be  crucified.  And  Pilate 
seeing  that  he  prevailed  nothing,  but  that 
rather  a tumult  was  made,  taking  water, 
washed  his  .hands  before  the  people,  saying, 
I am  innocent  of  the  blood  of  this  just 
man ; look  you  to  it.  And  the  whole  people 
answering,  said,  His  blood  be  upon  us,  and 
upon  our  children.  Then  he  released  to 
them  Barabbas ; and  having  scourged  Jesus, 
delivered  Him  unto  them  to  be  crucified. 
Then  the  soldiers  of  the  governor  taking 
Jesus  into  the  hall,  gathered  together  unto 
Him  the  whole  band;  and  stripping  Him, 
they  put  a scarlet  cloak  about  Him.  And 
platting  a crown  of  thorns,  they  put  it 
upon  His  head,  and  a reed  in  His  right 
hand.  And  bowing  the  knee  before  Him,

they  mocked  Him,  saying,  Hail,  King  of  the 
Jews.  And  spitting  upon  Him,  they  took 
the  reed  and  struck  His  head.  And  after 
they  had  mocked  Him,  they  took  off  the 
cloak  from  Him,  and  put  on  Him  His  own 
garments,  and  led  Him  away  to  crucify 
Him.  And  going  out,  they  found  a man 
of  Cyrene,  named  Simon ; him  they  forced 
to  take  up  His  cross.  And  they  came  to 
the  place  that  is  called  Golgotha,  which  is 
the  place  of  Calvary:  and  they  gave  Him 
wine  to  drink  mingled  with  gall:  and  when 
He  had  tasted,  He  would  not  drink.  And 
after  they  had  crucified  Him,  they  divided 
His  garments,  casting  lots ; that  it  might  be 
fulfilled  which  was  spoken  by  the  prophet, 
saying,  They  divided  my  garments  among 
them,  and  upon  my  vesture  they  cast  lots. 
And  they  sat,  and  watched  Him*  And  they 
put  over  His  head  His  cause  written,  This 
is  Jesus  the  King  of  the  Jews.  Then  were 
crucified  with  Him  two  thieves,  one  on  the 
right  hand,  and  one  on  the  left.  And  they 
that  passed  by,  blasphemed  Him,  wagging 
their  heads,  and  saying,  Vah,  Thou  that  de- 
stroyest  the  Temple  of  God,  and  in  three 
days  dost  rebuild  it,  save  Thy  own  self ; if 
Thou  be  the  Son  of  God,  come  down  from 
the  cross.  In  like  manner  also  the  chief 
priests  with  the  scribes  and  the  ancients 
mocking,  said,  He  saved  others,  Himself 
He  cannot  save : if  He  be  the  King  of  Israel, 
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let  Him  now  come  down  from  the  cross, 
and  we  will  believe  Him:  He  trusted  in 
God,  let  Him  now  deliver  Him  if  He  will 
have  Him;  for  He  said,  I am  the  Son  of 
God.  And  the  self-same  thing  the  thieves 
also,  that  were  crucified  with  Him,  re- 
proached Him  with.  Now  from  the  sixth 
hour  there  was  darkness  over  the  whole 
earth,  until  the  ninth  hour.  And  about  the 
ninth  hour,  Jesus  cried  with  a loud  voice, 
’saying,  Elir  Eli,  lama  sabacthani?  that  is, 
My  God,  My  God,  why  hast  Thou  forsaken 
me?  And  some  that  stood  there,  and  heard, 
said,  This  man  calleth  Elias.  And  immedi- 
ately one  of  them  running,  took  a sponge, 
and  filled  it  with  vinegar,  and  put  it  on  a 
reed,  and:  gave  Him  to  drink.  And  the 
others  said.  Let  be;  let  us  see  whether 
Elias  will  come  to  deliver  Him.  And  Jesus 
again,  crying  with  a loud  voice,  yielded  up 
the  Ghost. 

Here  kneel  for  a slight  pause 
And  behold  the  veil  of  the  Temple  was 
rent  in  two,  from  the  top  even  to  the  bot- 
tom; and  the  earth  quaked,  and  the  rocks 
were  rent;  and  the  graves  were  opened, 
and  many  bodies  of  thetSaints  that  had  slept 
arose,  and  coming  out  of  the  tombs  after 
His  resurrection,  came  into  the  holy  city, 
and  appeared  to  many.  Now  the  centurion 
and  they  that  were  with  him  watching 
Jesus,  having  seen  the  earthquake  and  the 
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things  that  were  done,  were  sore  afraid, 
saying.  Indeed  this  was  the  Son  of  God. 
And  there  were  many  women  afar  off,  who 
had  followed  Jesus  from  Galilee,  minister- 
ing unto  Him;  among  whom  was  Mary 
Magdalen,  and  Mary  the  mother  of  James 
and  Joseph,  and  the  mother  of  the  sons  of 
Zebedee.  And  when  it  was  evening,  there 
came  a certain  rich  man  of  Arimathea, 
named  Joseph,  who  also  himself  was  a dis- 
ciple of  Jesus.  He  went  to  Pilate,  and 
asked  the  body  of  Jesus.  Then  Pilate  com- 
manded that  the  body  should  be  delivered. 
And  Joseph  taking  the  body,  wrapt  it  up  in 
a clean  linen  cloth,  and  laid  it  in  his  own 
new  monument,  which  he  had  hewn  out  in 
a rock;  and  he  rolled  a great  stone  to  the 
door  of  the  monument,  and  went  his  way. 
And  there  was  there  Mary  Magdalen,  and 
the  other  Mary,  sitting  over  against  the 
sepulchre.

And  the  next  day,  which  followed  the 
day  of  the  preparation,  the  chief  priests  and 
the  Pharisees  came  together  to  Pilate,  say- 
ing, Sir,  we  have  remembered  that  that 
seducer  said,  while  He  was  yet  alive,  After 
three  days,  I will  rise  again:  command 
therefore  the  sepulchre  to  be  guarded  until 
the  third  day,  lest  perhaps  His  disciples 
come  and  steal  Him  away,  and  say  to  the 
people,  He  is  risen  from  the  dead;  and  the 
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last  error  shall  be  worse  than  the  first. 
Pilate  said  to  them,  You  have  a guard;  go, 
guard  it  as  you  know.  And  they,  depart- 
ing, made  the  sepulchre  sure,  sealing  the 
stone,  and  setting  guards.

The  cere- 
monies consist  of  a Prophecy,  a Lesson,  the  Pas- 
sion, special  prayer  or  supplications  for  all  orders 
and  conditions  of  men,  the  Adoration  of  the 
Cross,  and  the  Mass  of  the  Presanctified 

The  Priest  and  his  ministers  lie  prostrate  in 
prayer  before  the  Altar;  Acolytes  spread  a linen 
cloth  upon  it  and  place  the  book  on  the  Epistle- 
side.  The  reader  begins 

Prophecy 

Osee  6,  1-6.  Thus  saith  the  Lord,  In 
their  affliction  they  will  rise  early  to  me: 
Come,  and  let  us  return  to  the  Lord;  for 
He  hath  taken  us,  and  He  will  heal  us : He 
will  strike,  and  He  will  cure  us.  He  will 
revive  us  after  two  days;  on  the  third  day 
He  will  raise  us  up,  and  we  shall  live  in 
His  sight.  We  shall  know,  and  we  shall 
follow  on,  that  we  may  know  the  Lord. 
His  going  forth  is  prepared  as  the  morning 
light,  and  He  will  come  to  us  as  the  early 
and  the  latter  rain  to  the  earth.  What  shall 
I do  to  thee,  O Ephraim?  what  shall  I do  | 
to  thee,  O Juda?  your  mercy  is  as  a morn- 
ing cloud,  and  as  the  dew  that  goeth  away 
in  the  morning.  For  this  reason  have  I 
hewed  them  by  the  prophets,  I have  slain  j

Lesson 

Exodus  12,  1-11.  In  those  days,  the 
Lord  said  to  Moses  and  Aaron  in  the  land 
of  Egypt,  This  month  shall  be  to  you  the 
beginning  of  months ; it  shall  be  the  first  in 
the  months  of  the  year.  Speak  ye  to  the 
whole  assembly  of  the  children  of  Israel, 
and  say  to  them,  On  the  tenth  day  of  this 
month  let  every  man  take  a lamb  by  their 
families  and  houses.  But  if  the  number  be 
less>  than  may  suffice  to  eat  the  lamb,  he 
shall  take  unto  him  his  neighbor  that 
joineth  to  his  house,  according  to  the  num- 
ber of  souls  which  may  be  enough  to  eat 
the  lamb.  And  it  shall  he  a lamb  without 
blemish,  a male  of  one  year;  according  to 
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which  rite,  also,  you  shall  take  a kid.  And 
you  shall  keep  it  until  the  fourteenth  day 
of  this  month ; and  the  whole  multitude  of 
the  children  of  Israel  shall  sacrifice  it  in  the 
evening.  And  they  shall  take  of  the  blood 
thereof,  and  put  it  upon  both  the  side-posts 
and  on  the  upper  door-posts  of  the  houses, 
wherein  they  shall  eat  it.  And  they  shall 
eat  the  flesh  that  night  roasted  at  the  fire, 
and  unleavened  bread,  with  wild  lettuce. 
You  shall  not  eat  thereof  anything  raw, 
nor  boiled  in  water,  but  only  roasted  at  the 
fire;  you  shall  eat  the  head  with  the  feet 
and  entrails  thereof.  Neither  shall  there 
remain  anything  of  it  until  the  morning.  If 
there  be  anything  left,  you  shall  burn  it  with 
fire.  And  thus  you  shall  eat  it:  you  shall 
gird  your  reins,  and  you  shall  have  shoes 
on  your  feet,  holding  staves  in  your  hands, 
and  you  shall  eat  in  haste;  for  it  is  the 
Phase  (that  is,  the  Passage)  of  the  Lord.

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Passion  of  Our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  Ac- 
cording to  John  18-19 
At  that  time,  Jesus  went  forth  with  His 
disciples  over  the  brook  Cedron,  where 
there  was  a garden,  into  which  He  entered 
with  His  disciples.  And  Judas  also,  who 
betrayed  Him,  knew  the  place ; because 
Jesus  had  often  resorted  thither  together 
with  His  disciples.  Judas  therefore,  hav- 
ing received  a band  of  soldiers,  and  ser- 
vants from  the  chief  priests  and  the  Phari- 
sees, cometh  thither  with  lanterns,  and 
torches,  and  weapons.  Jesus,  therefore, 
knowing  all  things  that  should  come  upon 
Him,  went  forth,  and  said  to  them,  Whom 
seek  ye?  They  answered  Him,  Jesus  of 
Nazareth.  Jesus  saith  to  them,  I am  He. 
And  Judas  also,  who  betrayed  Him,  stood 
with  them.  As  soon,  therefore,  as  He  had 
said  to  them,  I am  He,  they  went  backward, 
and  fell  to  the  ground.  Again,  therefore, 
He  asked  them,  Whom  seek  ye  ? And  they 
said,  Jesus  of  Nazareth.  Jesus  answered,  I 
have  told  you  that  I am  He:  if,  therefore, 
you  seek  me,  let  these  go  their  way.  That 
the  word  might  be  fulfilled  which  He  said, 
Of  them  whom  thou  hast  given  me,  I have 
not  lost  any  one.  Then  Simon  Peter  hav- 
ing a sword,  drew  it,  and  struck  the  ser- 
vant of  the  high  priest,  and  cut  off  his  right 
ear.  And  the  name  of  the  servant  was 
Malchus.  Jesus  therefore  said  to  Peter, 
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Put  up  thy  sword  into  the  scabbard:  the 
chalice  which  my  Father  hath  given  me, 
shall  I not  drink  it?  Then  the  band,  and 
the  tribune,  and  the  servants  of  the  Jews 
took  Jesus,  and  bound  Him ; and  led  Him 
away  to  Annas  first,  for  he  was  father-in- 
law  to  Caiphas,  who  was  the  high  priest 
of  that  year.  Now  Caiphas  was  he  who 
had  given  the  counsel  to  the  Jews,  that  it 
was  expedient  that  one  man  should  die  for 
the  people.  And  Simon  Peter  followed 
Jesus,  and  so  did  another  disciple;  and  that 
disciple  was  known  to  the  high  priest,  and 
went  in  with  Jesus  into  the  court  of  the  high 
priest.  But  Peter  stood  at  the  door  with- 
out. The  other  disciple,  therefore,  who  was 
known  to  the  high  priest,  went  out  and 
spoke  to  the  portress,  and  brought  in  Peter. 
The  maid,  therefore,  that  was  portress, 
saith  to  Peter,  Art  not  thou  also  one  of  this 
man's  disciples?  He  saith,  I am  not.  Now 
the  servants  and  ministers  stood  at  a fire  of 
coals,  because  it  was  cold,  and  warmed 
themselves ; and  with  them  was  Peter  also 
standing  and  warming  himself.  The  high 
priest  therefore  asked  Jesus  of  His  disciples, 
and  of  His  doctrine.  Jesus  answered  him, 
I have  spoken  openly  to  the  world;  I have 
always  taught  in  the  synagogue  and  in  the 
Temple,  whither  all  the  Jews  resort;  and  in 
secret  I have  spoken  nothing.  Why  askest 
thou  me  ? ask  them  who  have  heard  what  I 
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have  spoken  unto  them:  behold^  they  know 
what  things  I have  said.  And  when  He 
had  said  these  things,  one  of  the  servants 
standing  by  gave  Jesus  a blow,  saying,  An- 
swerest  thou  the  high  priest  so?  Jesus 
answered,  If  I have  spoken  evil,  give  tes- 
timony of  the  evil;  but  if  well,  why  strikes t 
thou  me?  And  Annas  sent  Him  bound  to 
Caiphas  the  high  priest.  And  Simon  Peter 
was  standing,  and  warming  himself.  They 
said  therefore  to  him,  Art  not  thou  also  one 
of  His  disciples?  He  denied  it,  and  said, 
I am  not  One  of  the  servants  of  the  high 
priest  (a  kinsman  to  him  whose  ear  Peter 
cut  off)  saith  to  him,  Did  not  I see  thee  in 
the  garden  with  Him?  Again  therefore 
Peter  denied;  and  immediately  the  cock 
crew.  Then  they  led  Jesus  from  Caiphas  to 
the  governor’s  hall.  And  it  was  morning; 
and  they  went  not  into  the  hall,  that  they 
might  not  be  defiled,  but  that  they  might 
eat  the  Pasch.  Pilate  therefore  went  out  to 
them,  and  said.  What  accusation  bring  you 
against  this  man  ? They  answered,  and  said 
to  him,  If  he  were  not  a malefactor,  we 
would  not  have  delivered  Him  up  to  thee. 
Pilate  therefore  said  to  them,  Take  Him 
you,  and  judge  Him  according  to  your  law. 
The  Jews  therefore  said  to  him,  It  is  not 
lawful  for  us  to  put  any  man  to  death.  That 
the  word  of  Jesus  might  be  fulfilled  which 
He  said,  signifying  what  death  He  should 
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die.  Pilate  therefore  went  into  the  hall 
again,  and  called  Jesus,  and  said  to  Him, 
Art  thou  the  king  of  the  Jews?  Jesus  an- 
swered, Sayest  thou  this  thing  of  thyself, 
or  have  others  told  it  thee  of  me?  Pilate 
answered,  Am  I a Jew?  Thy  own  nation 
and  the  chief  priests  have  delivered  Thee 
up  to  me;  what  hast  Thou  done?  Jesus 
answered,  My  kingdom  is  not  of  this  world. 
If  my  kingdom  were  of  this  world,  my  ser- 
vants would  certainly  strive  that  I should 
not  be  delivered  to  the  Jews;  but  now  my 
kingdom  is  not  from  hence.  Pilate  there- 
fore said  to  Him,  Art  Thou  a king,  then? 
Jesus  answered,  Thou  sayest  that  I am' a 
king.  For  this  was  I born,  and  for  this 
came  I into  the  world;  that  I should  give 
testimony  to  the  truth.  Every  one  that  is 
of  the  truth,  heareth  my  voice.  Pilate  saith 
to  Him,  What  is  truth  ? And  when  he  had 
said  this,  he  went  out  again  to  the  Jews,  and 
saith  to  them,  I find  no  cause  in  Him.  But 
you  have  a custom  that  I should  release  one 
unto  you  at  the  Pasch : will  you  therefore 
that  I release  unto  you  the  king  of  the 
Jews?  Then  cried  they  all  again,  saying, 
Not  this  man,  but  Barabbas.  Now  Barabbas 
was  a robber.  Then  therefore  Pilate  took 
Jesus  and  scourged  Him.  And  the  soldiers 
platting  a crown  of  thorns,  put  it  upon  His 
head;  and  they  put  on  Him  a purple  gar- 
ment. And  they  came  to  Him,  and  said, 
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Hail,  king  of  the  Jews:  and  they  gave  Him 
blows.  Pilate  therefore  went  forth  again, 
and  said  to  them,  Behold,  I bring  Him  forth 
unto  you,  that  you  may  know  that  I find  no 
cause  in  Him.  (Jesus  therefore  came  forth, 
bearing  the  crown  of  thorns  and  the  purple 
garment.)  And  he  saith  to  them,  Behold 
the  man.  When  the  chief  priests  therefore 
and  the  servants  had  seen  Him,  they  cried 
out,  saying,  Crucify  Him,  crucify  Him ! 
Pilate  saith  to  them,  Take  Him  you,  and 
crucify  Him:  for  I find  no  cause  in  Him. 
The  Jews  answered  him,  We  have  a law, 
and  according  to  the  law  He  ought  to  die. 
because  He  made  himself  the  Son  of  God. 
When  Pilate  therefore  had  heard  this  say- 
ing, he  feared  the  more.  And  he  entered 
into  the  hall  again,  and  he  said  to  Jesus, 
Whence  art  thou?  But  Jesus  gave  him  no 
answer.  Pilate  therefore  saith  to  Him, 
Speakest  thou  not  to  me?  knowest  thou  not 
that  I have  power  to  crucify  Thee,  and  I 
have  power  to  release  Thee?  Jesus  an- 
swered, Thou  shouldst  not  have  any  power 
against  me,  unless  it  were  given  thee  from 
above.  Therefore  he  that  hath  delivered 
me  to  thee,  hath  the  greater  sin.  And  from 
thenceforth  Pilate  sought  to  release  Him. 
But  the  Jews  cried  out,  saying,  If  thou  re- 
lease this  man,  thou  art  not  Caesar’s- friend. 
For  whosoever  maketh  himself  a king, 
speaketh  against  Caesar.  Now  when  Pilate 
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had  heard  these  words,  he  brought  Jesus 
forth,  and  sat  down  in  the  judgment-seat, 
in  the  place  that  is  called  Lithostrotos ; and 
in  Hebrew,  Gabbatha.  And  it  was  the 
parasceve  of  the  Pasch,  about  the  sixth 
hour:  and  he  saith  to  the  Jews,  Behold  your 
king.  But  they  cried  out,  Away  with  Him, 
away  with  Him ! crucify  Him  ! Pilate  saith 
to  them,  Shall  I crucify  your  king?  The 
chief  priests  answered,  We  have  no  king 
but  Cisar.  Then,  therefore,  he  delivered 
Him  to  them  to  be  crucified.  And  they  took 
Jesus,  and  led  Him  forth : and  bearing  His 
own  cross,  He  went  forth  to  that  place 
which  is  called  Calvary,  but  in  Hebrew, 
Golgotha:  where  they  crucified  Him,  and 
with  Him  two  others,  one  on  each  side,  and 
Jesus  in  the  midst.  And  Pilate  wrote  a 
title  also,  and  he  put  it  upon  the  cross,  and 
the  writing  was:  Jesus  of  Nazareth,  the 
King  of  the  Jews.  This  title  therefore  many 
of  the  Jews  did  read,  because  the  place 
where  Jesus  was  crucified  was  nigh  to  the 
city : and  it  was  written  in  Hebrew,  in 
Greek,  and  in  Latin.  Then  the  chief  priests 
of  the  Jews  said  to  Pilate,  Write  not,  the 
King  of  the  Jews,  but  that  He  said,  I am 
the  King  of  the  Jews.  Pilate  answered, 
What  I have  written  I have  written.  Then 
the  soldiers,  when  they  had  crucified  Him, 
took  His  garments  (and  they  made  four 
parts,  to  every  soldier  a part),  and  also  His 
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coat.  Now  the  coat  was  without  seam, 
woven  from  the  top  throughout.  They 
said  then  one  to  another,  Let  us  not  cut  it, 
but  let  us  cast  lots  for  it,  whose  it  shall  be ; 
that  the  scripture  might  be  fulfilled,  say- 
ing, They  have  parted  my  garments  among 
them,  and  upon  my  vesture  they  have 
cast  lot.  And  the  soldiers  indeed  did 
these  things.  Now  there  stood  by  the 
cross  of  Jesus,  His  mother,  and  His 
mother’s  sister,  Mary  of  Cleophas,  and 
Mary  Magdalene.  When  Jesus  therefore 
saw  His  mother,  and  the  disciple  stand- 
ing whom  He  loved,  He  saith  to  His 
mother,  Woman,  behold  thy  son.  After 
that,  He  saith  to  the  disciple,  Behold  thy 
mother.  And  from  that  hour  the  disciple 
took  her  to  his  own.  Afterward,  Jesus 
knowing  that  all  things  were  now  accom- 
plished, that  the  scripture  might  be  fulfilled, 
said,  I thirst.  Now  there  was  a vessel  set 
there  full  of  vinegar : and  they  put  a sponge 
full  of  vinegar  about  hyssop,  and  put  it  to 
His  mouth.  When  Jesus  therefore  had 
taken  the  vinegar.  He  said.  It  is  consum- 
mated. And  bowing  His  head,  He  gave  up 
the  ghost. 

Here  kneel  for  a slight  pause 
Then  the  Jews  (because  it  was  the  paras- 
ceve),  that  the  bodies  might  not  remain 
upon  the  cross  on  the  sabbath-day  ( for  that 
was  a great  sabbath-day),  besought  Pilate 
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that  their  legs  might  be  broken,  and  that 
they  might  be  taken  away.  The  soldiers 
therefore  came ; and  they  broke  the  legs  of 
the  first,  and  of  the  other  that  was  crucified 
with  Him.  But  after  they  were  come  to 
Jesus,  when  they  saw  that  He  was  already 
dead,  they  did  not  break  His  legs.  But  one 
of  the  soldiers,  with  a spear,  opened  His 
side,  and  immediately  there  came  out  blood 
and  water.  And  he  that  saw  it  hath  given 
testimony,  and  his  testimony  is  true : and  he 
knoweth  that  he  saith  true,  that  you  also 
may  believe.  For  these  things  were  done 
that  the  scripture  might  be  fulfilled,  You 
shall  not  break  a bone  of  Him.  And  again 
another  scripture  saith,  They  shall  look  on 
Him  whom  they  pierced. 

Prayer  before  the  Gospel,  page  7 
And  after  these  things,  Joseph  of  Arima- 
thea  (because  he  was  a disciple  of  Jesus; 
but  secretly,  for  fear  of  the  Jews)  besought 
Pilate  that  he  might  take  away  the  body  of 
Jesus.  And  Pilate  gave  leave.  He  came 
therefore,  and  took  away  the  body  of  Jesus. 
And  Nicodemus  also  came,  he  who  at  the 
first  came  to  Jesus  by  night;  bringing  a 
mixture  of  myrrh  and  aloes,  about  an  hun- 
dred pounds  weight.  They  took  therefore 
the  body  of  Jesus,  and  bound  it  in  linen 
cloths,  with  the  spices,  as  the  manner  of 
the  Jews  is  to  bury.  Now  there  was  in  the 
place  where  He  was  crucified,  a garden; 
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and  in  the  garden  a new  sepulchre,  wherein 
no  man  yet  had  been  laid.  There,  there- 
fore, because  of  the  parasceve  of  the  Jews, 
they  laid  Jesus,  because  the  sepulchre  was 
nigh  at  hand.

O'er  the  Cross,  the  Victor’s  trophy, 
Sound  the  high  triumphal  lay,

On  arriving  at  the  altar,  he  places  the  Sacred 
Host  on  the  Paten,  takes  wine  and  water  in  the 
chalice,  incenses  the  oblation  and  the  altar  in  the 
usual  manner,  page  11,  washes  his  hands  without 
" the  usual  psalm,  repeats  the  prayer. 

In  the  spirit  of  humility,  and  with  a con- 
trite heart,  let  us  be  received  by  Thee,  O 
Lord ; and  grant  that  the  sacrifice  we  offer 
in  Thy  sight  may  this  day  be  pleasing  to 
Thee,  O Lord  God.

He  then  re- 
ceives the  Sacred  Host  making  the  usual  invoca- 
tions, page  24,  and  the  Precious  Blood  without 
invocation;  purifies  his  hands  over  the  chalice, 
page  25;  and  departs  from  the  sanctuary  without 
further  ceremony  or  prayer. 
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What  is  now  the  Morning  Service  of  Holy 
Saturday,  was  anciently  an  evening  service  com- 
mencing after  None,  that  is  about  half-past  three 
on  Saturday  afternoon,  and  not  terminating  till 
the  morning  of  Easter  Sunday.  Thus  Mass  was 
not  celebrated  either  on  Good  Friday  or  Holy 
Saturday;  and  the  Mass  now  celebrated  on  Holy 
Saturday  is  by  origin  the  First  Mass  of  Easter 
Sunday,  the  Mass  of  .he  Hour  of  the  Resurrec- 
tion. From  the  Eleventh  Century  the  hour  for 
this  Mass  has  been  gradually  anticipated,  until 
now  it  is  offered  on  the  morning  of  Holy  Satur- 
day. This  explains  the  references  to  “night,” 
which  will  be  found  in  the  prayers  and  services 
of  Holy  Saturday.  Before  the  Mass  the  New 
Fire  and  Font  are  blessed,  the  Prophecies  read 
and  the  Litany  of  the  Saints,  page  552  chanted 

Preparation,  Confession,  Incensing,  page  1 
No  Introit.  Kyrie  Eleison,  Gloria,  page  5 
Bells  are  rung  at  the  Gloria 

Collect.

prayers  from  the  Mass  for  Peace,  page  494. 

The  Mass  is  usually  followed  by  a Procession 
of  the  Blessed  Sacrament  during  which  the  Pange 
lingua  (Sing,  my  tongue)  page  216,  is  chanted. 
On  returning  to  the  Altar,  the  Priest  intones  the 
Litany  of  the  Saints,  page  552,  the  choir  respond- 
ing.
